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Discussion Item Facade Advisory Board Interview - John Urciolo

Background The Takoma Park Facade Ordinance provides for the establishment of a seven
member Facade Advisory Board. The Board’s primary function is to serve as an
advisory body to the City Council and the Montgomery County Historic
Preservation Commission; to provide input on regulated building projects in the Old
Town and Takoma Junction commercial areas; and to provide technical assistance
and support to commercial property owners.  

The makeup of the Board is prescribed by the Ordinance.  At least two Board
members must be architects, planners, and/or historians.  At least two members must
own a building or business in the Takoma Old Town and Takoma Junction.  One
seat is set aside for a representative of Historic Takoma, Inc.

Board members, with the exception of the Historic Takoma representative and his or
her alternate, can serve for a maximum of two consecutive three-year terms.  There
are currently two vacancies on the Facade Advisory Board.

Mr. John Urciolo, a property owner in Old Town and a prior Board member, has
applied for an appointment to the Facade Advisory Board.  He is to be interviewed
by the Council on May 5.

Policy Council conducts interviews of applicants prior to making appointments to statutory
committees.
